LONDON, .February 15.—There is no 


denying that the past week has been a 
busy one in polities both at home and 
abroad for the manipulators of British 
diplomacy. 
The Transvaal question 


took the lirst place in the parliamentary 
debates, although the chief event in 
foreign politics was the baptism, of 
Prince Boris, eldest son of Prince Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria, into the Orthodox 
Greek church, the significance of which 
is that it is generally admitted to be a 
prelude to Russia's recognition of Prince 
Ferdinand. It also shows that Russia 
•and Turkey are now hand in band and 
this is proved by the fact tbat the latter 
country has already asked the powers to 
recognize Prince Ferdinand. The pow- 
ers will not oppose thia request as it 
settles a delicate question and iadoubted 
abroad whether Russia will obtain the 
influence in the long run that she hopes 
to attain through her influence over 
Bulgaria, 


The Pope, it ia known, has been 


greatly annoyed by Prince Ferdiuand'a 
action and has declared tbat it excom- 
municates him. 


Considerable 
comment 
has 
been 


caused by the appointment of Li Hung 
Chang to represent China at the Czar'e 
coronation, and especially as it is con- 
nected, by rumor at least, with the re- 
ported Russo-China allianco. There is 
a strong belief iu diplomatic circles that 
Russia will try to use Li Hung Chang to 
the full extent of the hitter's capability 
to push the Czar's policy. But, on the 
•other hand, there are people who think 
it probable that Li Hung Chang's rival, 
Wung Tung Ho, the emperor's tutor, 
wants to get him out of the way and 
has caused the Chinese diplomat to be 
eent to Russia for the coronation in hope 
that Li Hung Chang will so seriously 
damage hie reputation that ho may pass 
at least an unpleasant hour when he re- 
turns to Pckin. 


Though the Transvaal question led 


the parliamentary debates, the Vene- 
zuelan dispute came in a good second, 
and some intelligent, remarks 
were 


heard for and against the Boors and 
Iwumlary arbitration. 


Then again, the speech which T. M. 


Healy delivered on home rule, which 
question bobbed up serenely as over, is 
generally conceded to have been the 
cleverest heard this session. It was in 
marked contrast to the feeble, watery 
character of Jihn Dillon's remarks. 
Mr. Dillon's speech was a line fighting 
effort, and he repeatedly scored the 
Conservative leader, A. J. llalfour, to 
the delight of the occupants of the Irish 
benches. 


The remarks of Sir William Vernon 


jfarcourt, the Liberal leader, proved 
very satisfactory to thu members of his 
party, and bin attitude towards the 
Venezuela dispute has been strongly 
commended by Conservatives as well as 
Liberal organs. In fact, his inning ar- 
bitration rellects the general feeling of 
the house of commons, and for tliat 
matter, of nil the thinking portion uf 
the population. 


Mr, Chamberlain's speech on the 


Transvaal qscalion produced an excellent 
ull'ect; but the credit he has gained by 
his inftbterly handling of the 
subject 


from first to last has boon marred by 
what Appears to bo an error of judg- 
ment in publishing his message to Pres- 
ident Kruger before- it waa delivered to 
the chief executive of the South African 
republic, who only got a short cubic 
an unitary from thu secretary of state for 
thu colonies, briefer in fact, than the 
one sent to the Ope by the news agen- 
cies. President ICrugor waa greatly of- 
fended at thia Blight and replied curtly, 
rppenttni: interference in the internal 
affairs of the Transvaal. 


Under these circumstances, there is a 


general feeling that thu imbroglio is in 
no way settled and that the internation- 
al side of the question is still euspcutible 
of trouble. 


The publication of thn blue book here 


and the white book in Berlin, show that 
there has Ireen friction between Ger- 
many and Great Britain over the Trans- 
vaal for the past eleven months, and the 
ehrewd attitude of Portugal in delaying 
making a reply to the request to allow 
German marines to land at Delagoa bay 
until the crisis was over, has given a 
great deal of satisfaction here. 


The blue book just issued on the Ar- 


menian negotiations is exceedingly in- 
teresting. It shows tbat Russia has 
throughout steadily opposed coercive 
matters, and intimated that any such 
steps on the part of Great Britain would 
lie positively distasteful to her. 


A striking feature brought out by the 


Hue book is the fact that in spite of 
Kussia'8 attitude, Great Britain per- 
eieted in a pretense of coercion. The 
newspapers are inclined to throw the 
blame on Sir Philip Currie, Ambassador 
at Constantinople, and it ia already an- 
nounced that the latter ia to take a 
leave of absence, which may prove per- 
petual, and it is reported that Baron 
Cromer, the British consul general in 
Egypt, will replace him. Baron Cromer 
lias been very successful in his treat- 
ment of Egyptian affairs.

rumor is that Sir Philip Currie will suc- 
ceed the Marquis of 
Dufferin, 
the 


British ambassador at Paris, who will 
shortly resign. 
'

The committee was somewhat handi- 
capped by the fact tbat the report of the 
commission which was sent to Central 
America last summer for inspection of 
the canal had not been printed. This 
was the first meeting the committee had 
held since its creation ami it was im- 
portant that it demonstrated a unanim- 
ous sentiment in favor of construction of 
the canal.

Then 
advertise and let it be known yon have 
the beet stock the country afforda, and 
you will have a market for all you can 
raise. Only work underatandingly, ad- 
vertise thoroughly and establish a repu- 
tation for reliability and equate dealing. 
The inferior or off birds muBt be BOM in 
the market; also the eggs from the 
same. 
In 
raising 
eggs 
for mar- 


ket, 
be 
sure 
to 
keep the roost- 


ers away from the hena for three 
reasone; "first, it prevents people gettini! 
thoroughbred egss lor hatching at a 
market price. Second, hens lay better 
when kept alone. Third, infertile esga 
will keep freeb longer, and that is an im- 
portant item in preserving eggs when 
the price is low. 
This is best done by packing m dry 


salt and turning twice a week to prevent 
yolk Irom settling to side of shell. When 
packed keep in a cold place aud sell 
when priccB are up. 
To keep fowls healthy, they muat be 


kept dry and warm. Be eure tbat no 
draft reaches them when at roost, as 
nothinc in more fatal than a draft when 
wet. Clean the houae daily. See that 
the fowla always have a dry place to 
dual 
thomeelvee. 
Whitewash 
their 


house inside every three uionthE. This 
is beet done with a spray pump and ia 
essential to keep down lice. 


Grit is a hen's teeth. See to it that 


they always have a supply. Gravel 
here in a poor thing to grind grain, as it 
is already worn smooth. Break glass or 
crockcrv in HUB pieces, size ot a bean or 
less, an'd keep it belore them and your 
hens will lay more and larger BUR*, " 
the full value of the food Is theii util- 
ized. Don't feed poultry on grain ex- 
clusively. In 
Hummer if fowls have 
range feed, at night only a Httle grain, 
as an industrious hen will rustle all ahe 
needs.

Chicken raising may, if properly man- 


aged, become a very profitable business. 
There are elements, upon which tbe 
Bucctiea of the enterprise depend, not 
generally laid down in poultry journals. 
I apeak from personal experience on the 
subject, and my success financially has 
been very satisfactory. 
lie patient, take unceasing care of 


fowls, both old and young, and perse- 
vere, no matter how many obstacles may 
be encountered. 


The houses should 
bo whitewashed 


about twice a year. Hens lay better 
when in yards or tens, but the yards 
should be of good sine. 
By keeping 


them in yards you may feed them prop' 
rly for laying, and they will not get too 
at.Poultry for the market Bhould have 
tea range. Feed grain at night. Loy- 
ng bens should have all the cut bone 
shells and broken crockery they will eat. 


Never frighten them,and always have 


them as tame aa your dog. 
Raise all the feed, eucu as vegetable 
nd grain. Buying it takeeall the prolit 
Too many have the idea that wlien 


the chicka are out of the shell thn work 
a done. That is a great mistake. Any 
one can hatch them or attaml to tin 
latching, but it takes a very carefu 
man or woman to raise them.
